Today’s Editorial 


WHOSE FREEDOM? 


There are altogether too many hyprocrits publishing news- 
papers these days. 

Too many flag-waving publishers who take advantage of 
““Newspaper Week’’ every year to fill their pages with cartoons 
and editorials boasting of the freedom of the press ... only to 
violate that freedom 51 weeks a year. 

Too many cash-conscious publishers who use valuable space 
to complain that the government or ‘‘they” are trying to put 
controls on the press ... only to exercise a complete personal 
censorship over every news item which goes into their paper. 

Freedom of the press does not necessarily transfer the pri- 
vilege of censorship from the government to publishers and 
editors of newspapers. Yet many editors and publishers be- 
lieve that freedom of the press gives them the right to decide 
what their readers WANT to read. 

We don’t mean that editors and publishers shouldn’t have 
opinions. Nor that they shouldn’t express them. But the time 
and place for those opinions to be broadcast is through edi- 
torials or personal columns. The publisher’s personal beliefs and 
opinions should not be forced on his readers through one-sided 
reporting or the SUPPRESSION of news. 

So many of us are firmly convinced that although we may 
not agree with a person, we will fight to the death his right to 
say what he believes. But when it comes to printing the other 
guy’s beliefs in our newspapers ... that’s different. 

He can say them. Yes. But we don’t have to print them. 

How hyprocritical can we get? 

How can, we spout freedom of the press and then refuse to 
print another man’s beliefs merely because they differ from the 
publisher’s beliefs on the same subject. 

We like to believe that freedom of the press means that 
every man can have his beliefs placed before his fellow man. 
And that every man has the right to read his fellow man’s 
beliefs. 

We don’t believe that freedom. of the:press is a privilege of 
censorship placed in the hands of publishers. 

We said that there were ‘‘altogether too many” hypocrits 
publishing newspapers. 

Perhaps we are wrong. They are probably in the minority. 

But even one is too many.

NORTHWEST MOPS UP AFTER STORM 

SEATTLE, Wash. (UP)—Weary residents of the storm-lashed 
Pacific northwest were mopping up last night as flood waters that 
brought death and destruction drained rapidly into Puget Sound. Fore- 
casters and army engineers predicted the flood danger as past. Seattle 
weather bureau forecasters said a new storm that will produce winds of 
about 30 to 40 miles per hour is brewing in the north Pacific 1,000 
miles west of the Queen Charlotte islands.

18 Killed When 
Skyliner Hits 
Airport Building 


DALLAS, Tex. (UP)—-Twenty- 
eight persons were killed yester- 
day when an American Airlines 
DC-6 passenger plane, doomed by 
engine failure, crashed into an 
airport pbuilding and burst into 
flames as its pilot tried to land 
at Love Field before dawn. 

There were 46 persons aboard. 
Eighteen, including plane Capt. 
Laurens (Tommy) Claude and two 
of his fellow crewmen, escaped, 
even as fire spurted through the 
wreck and snuffed out the lives 
of the trapped. 

No one was in the building 
which burst into flames that con- 
sumed two other structures. 
SPEED SLOWED 

Most of the 18 who lived to tell 
of the crash had seats in the cen- 
tral- forward part of the cabin. 
Expert aviators said two things 
worked for them: The plane’s 
speed was slowed by an initial 
brush with one of three buildings 
it ignited, and the cabin broke 
open, when it. crashed, behind’ the 
wings, giving exit barely ahead 
of the fire. Those in the rear and 
extreme forward sections of the 
cabin were either trapped or tco 
dazed to fight their way out in 
the brief time they had a chance. 

Claude, 52, of Fort Worth, was 
in charge of the luxury liner as 
it roared through the cool, clear 
morning sky toward Dallas from 
New York and Washington.

He had feathered the outside 
left propellor over Altheimer, Ark., 
and brought the big plane on, 315 
miles to Dallas, with three en- 
gines working.
